DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on September 30, 2008, amending claim 1 , has been 
entered. No new matter has been entered. 

Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, 19-29 are pending. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 9-10, 13-17, and 
19-28 are withdrawn. Claims 1, 5, 8, 12, and 29 are under consideration. 

In a telephone conversation with Mr. Hao on December 19, 2008, an agreement 
was reached to amend the claims to place the application for allowance. 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 1, 5, 8, 12, and 29 are directed to an allowable product. Claims 2-3, 6-7, 
9-10, and 13-14, directed to withdrawn species, are hereby rejoined and fully examined 
for patentability 

Response to Arguments/Amendments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on September 30, 2008, have been 
fully considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections/objections 
previously applied, as detailed below. 

Objections to the Specification 

In view of the amendment of the specification, the objection to the specification 
have been withdrawn.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103(a) 
In view of applicant's arguments, the rejection of claims 1 , 8, and 29 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schimming et al. has been withdrawn.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-14, and 29 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement for allowance. Although the prior art 
(Teather et al. - form PTO-1449) discloses a wildtype 1 ,3-1 ,4-p-D-glucanase 
comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID N0:1, the Examiner has found no

teaching or suggestion in tlie prior art directed to a truncated glucanase of SEQ ID 
N0:1, wherein said truncated glucanase excludes the carboxyl terminal 78 residues of 
SEQ ID N0:1 and has higher enzymatic activity than the wildtype glucanase of SEQ ID 
N0:1 . Therefore, claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-14, and 29 are allowable over the prior art.
